It is however still in print and may be bought for a moderate sum, so it 
can lay claim to a place in every reference library dealing with matters 
Anglo-Indian. The total number of inscriptions recorded is 983. None of 
the eleven districts omitted altogether from Dr. Fubhrer's list finds a place 
in Mr. Blunt's book either ; nor does the district of Gonda, which possesses 
at least three Christian cemeteries. 


(4) List --of Christian Tombs and Monuments of Archaelogical and 
Historical Interest and their Inscriptions in charge of the Public Works 
Department, United Provinces, -(no place ‘or date—Allababad, Government 
Press, 1913). This was apparently printed for departmental use and not 
placed on sale to the public. The only copy I have seen is in the library 
of the United Provinces Government Secretariat. It contains lists of 
cemeteries and graves which are maintained through the agency of the 
Public Works Department, either reason of their antiquarian importance or 
because they have been privately endowed, in perpetuity or otherwise. 
Many errors or omissions are evident, which are probably due to the fact 
that the list is merely a departmental book of reference and makes no preten- 
sions to be a historical work. It has two useful key-plans, of the old Roman 
Catholic and Armenian burying-ground at Agra (otherwise known as the Padre 
Santos cemetery), and of the cemetery at Partabgarh. Its contents and 
those of Dr. Fubres’a book are analysed in the following pages, on account 
of the difficulty of access to the original works. I will give details of the 
various cemeteries in the United Provinces which are not mentioned in the 
Bengal Obituary or in Mr. Blunt’s list and will include a further list of certain 
monumental: instriptions which, so far as | know, have not been printed in 
either of those- works or in Parts I and JI of these notes. In this connexion 
I may say that these notes of mine are intended to be supplementary to 
Mr. Blunt’s book principally, since that is the obituary of the United Provinces 
which has most recently been published, has had the widest circulation, and 
is the most accessible to the historical student. The only reasons for my 
not having tried to annotate the various epitaphs which | have given in my 
lists are firstly, lack of space ; and secondly, the knowledge that even the 
bare inscriptions standing by themselves constitute a body of historical docu- 
ments of some importance. But | make no pretence of having transcribed 
all the interesting epitaphs in the various cemeteries which I have visited, 
which ‘do not appear in Blunt: and I have deliberately given more attention, 
ceteris paribus, to the memorials of soldiers and their families. So much 
by way of personal explanation. The following are the main matters of 
interest to be gleaned from Dr. Fuhrer’s and the P. W. D. lists,. The serial 
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numbers inserted in parentheses continue the lists of inscriptions in Parts | 

and II of these notes, and are given for ease of reference. 

There are various “cholera-camp” cemeteries in the. Meerut district 
which are noted in the P. W. D. list alone. Several of these have their 
origin in the terrible epidemic which attacked the Ist Battalion of the Buffs 
in 1867. At Rajbaba Baqsor, at the 4th milestone on the Meerut-Bijnor 
road, are the graves of 22 men of the battalion who died of cholera in 1867. 
One epitaph reads :— 

224. Sacred to the affectionate remembrance of THOS.. HENRY COMBS, 
Color-Sergt. the Buffs, son of Captain J. Combs, Zetland Villas, 
Uxbridge, Middlesex, England, who died of cholera on the 4th 
September 1867, aged 18 years. This tomb is erectéd by his 
affectionate brother and sister. 

Other comrades who perished at the same time and are buried here were :— 


225. Colour-Sergeant C. PERRY, Sergeant D. EYRE, Corporals J. 
SUMMERS and P. BARRY, ‘and Drummers J. FITZPATRICK and 
H. RAY. (I have not’ an exact transcript’ of the monumental 
inscription) . 
Another similar cemetery is at Bechola in the same district. Fifty men 
of the Buffs were buried here in 1867, including :— 
226. Lieut. A. JACKSON, Corporals C. TURNER, T. SLATER, and 
M. FORD, Privates E. J. GIBBON, J. PARISH, W. FLEMING, 
J. HOLLINS, E. MILLARY, E. BARROWCLIFFE, W. KEIGHLY, 
P. HALLORAN, O. DOYLE, and W. COTTSWORTH. (Again, I 
have not an exact transcription of the epitaph). 
Yet another is at Dighi, near the Meerut district jail, but of this I have no 
details; and a fourth is at Kashi Nath’s garden, with a memorial 
commemorating :— 
227. Sergeants J. T. GAGE and C. PAXTON, seven privates, eleven 
women, and 29 children, all of the same battalion of the Buffs. 
A fifth is near the railway road to the south-west of Palhera, where in® 
a single grave lie the remains of three more privates of the Ist Buffs :— 
228. J. WOODS, C. PHILIPS and S. WALKER, all of whom died of 
cholera in 1867. 


Other cemeteries. and graves in the Meerut District include : (a) eight 
graves at the southern side of the Daurala inspection bungalow compound, 
unmarked by any stone. This is probably the site of a cholera camp or of 
an engagement in the Mutiny, though it may possibly have grown up by 
degrees in the days of marching by route, or travelling by dak, from station 
to: station: (b) a grave in Ehad Khan's garden at the fourth mile on the 
Meerut-Bulandshahr road, bearing the inscription :— 


229. Sacred to the memory of Gunner FREDERICK SAYERS and Driver 
“ HENRY MOORE of D Battery, D Brigade, Royal Horse Parellesys, 
who died in camp in September 1872. 
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(c) a tomb in a field south-east of the village of Palhera, surmounted by 
a cross inscribed :— é 
~ 230. Sacred to the memory of Bandsman W. E. BURRIE, Ist D. C. L. L., 
who departed this life -23rd November 1894, aged 18 years..... 
erected by the officers and members of the band and buglers. 

In the school compound at Baghpat is another solitary grave, that of :— 

231. -Sergt. GLOSSOP BARROTS, 4th Battalion Rifle Brigade, who died 
at Barauth on the 10th December 1885, aged 32 years and 8 months 
. erected by the officers, N. C. officers and men of his company. 
whilst near Narorah village, to the west of the sixth mile on the Meerut- 
Bulandshahr road are two tombs :— 
232. Farrier Sergeant ISAAC WARNES, Royal Horse Artillery, died of 
cholera on 21st September 1867, aged 40 years. 
233. Driver DANIEL McKELLAR, B Battery 10th Brigade Reyal Artillery, 
died of cholera on 7th September 1867, aged 27 years. 
The last two were evidently victims of the same epidemic which attacked 
the Buffs so cruelly. 

A correspondent has given me particulars of two more burial-grounds 
in the Meerut district which do not appear to have been described previously. 
One is at the Army Remount Depot at Babugarh, which contains the graves 
of five adults and two children. The oldest grave is-that (234) of a Private 
Buxton, East Surrey Regimient, who died in 1885. None of the graves 
are those of officers. The exact situation of the cemetery is near the race 
course, about 1,000 yards from the 6th milestone from Hapur.on the 
Hapur-Meerut road. The second’ cemetery lies about one and a half miles 
from Hapur, near the Hapur-Delhi railway crossing. It seems to be very 
old, and my informant was unable to decipher any of the inscriptions ; but 
thought that they might be legible after the stones had been cleaned. 


Another correspondent has discovered an isolated and unrecorded grave 

in the Rambagh at Agra. The epitaph reads as follows :— 
235. Sacred to the memory of HELEN LOUISA Daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. O. BELL. Born 9th Augt. 1863. Died 25th March 1865. 
I have not been able to identify W. O. Bell ; but there was a merchant 
family of this name in the United Provinces, one of whom, Captain William 
_ Bell of the Naini Tal Volunteer Rifle Corps, was killed in the great landslide 
at that place on 18th September 1880. 

Two old encamping grounds in the Meerut district, those at Hapur and 
at Kharkhoda, have nameless graves ; whilst near Rithani, at the sixth mile 
on the road from Meerut to Ghaziabad, is a tomb inscribed :— 

- 236. Sacred to the memory of Corporal DAVID ANDERSON, C Company, 

Ist BOSB) who died here of cholera, on the.|9th September 1887,. 

aged 25. 5 

Another solitary grave is at Gokalpur, on the fourth mile of the road from 
Meerut to Moradabad : the inscription reads :—

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237. To the memory of ‘Color-Sergt. SAMUEL WYTHE, H. M.'s 104th 
Bengal Fusiliers, who died on the 28th July 1862, aged 32 years... 
If any justification be needed for putting on record the sad memorials of 
forgotten British soldiers, it is that, apart from their interest of a personal 
and pathetic nature, they have a very real value for the regimental historian. 


All the foregoing details are drawn from the P. W. D. list : other 
compilations are silent about these scattered tombs. The same list also 
records the existence of two cemeteries at Roorkee (which | have seen but, 
alas, not taken notes of) : one is still in use and the other closed. At 
Saharanpur, too, there is one old and one new cemetery which | have also 
seen but not noted ; but Mr. Blunt’s and the other lists pass over all four 
of these. They should yield interesting results to any member of our 
Society who may find himself in those parts and have leisure to transcribe 
the epitaphs, Bijnor district also has two old burial-grounds, one at Bijnor 
itself which is still open and one—disused—at Daranagar ; but no inscrip- 
tions from either of these appear ever to have been published. Muzaffarnagar 
is another cemetery which has been neglected both by the official compilers 
and other students : | saw it some years ago but cannot recollect any details. 


One more cemetery in the Meerut district may be mentioned for the 
sake of completeness. It is at Salarpur village : the inscription runs :— 
238. Sacred to the memory of Gunner SAMUEL GILLESPIE and Driver 

HENRY CLARKE of L/3 R.A., who died of cholera, October 1884. 
This tablet is erected by the officers, N.C.O.s and men of the battery. 
Near the District Jail at Meerut is a curious cenotaph commemorating the 
fact that :— Z 
239. On the 18th March 1894 the body of JAMES WHITE, LC.S., 
Magistrate and Collector of the Meerut District was here cremated by 
comrades who loved him. His ashes rest in the cemetery. 
A nameless grave is by the old toll-bar house on the Grand Trunk Road 
(no more exact location is given) : perhaps -some custodian of the old 
Salt Hedge lies here. 

A cemetery which seems not to be mentioned in any of the four 
obituaries is at Colonelganj, otherwise known as Sakraura (Secrora), in the 
Gonda district. The military history of this place dates from 1780, when 
a force was sent under the command of a Major Byng by the Nawab Wazir 
to bring to terms the refractory chieftains of the trans-Ghagra area and to 
uphold the authority of the nazims. Sakraura was selected as a camp-site 
and a small body of troops remained there for eight years. In 1802.another 
detachment under the command of a Colonel Fooks was stationed in the 
old encampment, and a bazar sprang up named Colonelganj—so called in 
honour of the commanding officer. The cantonments were maintained here 
till the annexation of Oudh in 1856, and even then a regiment of the newly- 
formed Oudh Auxiliary Force appears to have been placed ‘here. On the 
outbreak of the Mutiny, the British officers escaped to Balrampur. After 
the Mutiny the station was abandoned. Particulars of the old cemetery

have been furnished to me by the kindness of Mr. N. B. Bonarjee, I.C.S., 
the Deputy Commissioner of Gonda, who sent a deputy tahsildar to inspect 
it. He reports that there are six graves in all, four being within a walled 
enclosure and two outside. None bears any inscription whatever, though 
one of the gate-pillars of the enclosing wall has the date “1859”. The 
tombs are in a somewhat dilapidated condition. The position of the grave- 
yard is just south of the village of Sakraura. 

Another cemetery in the Gonda district is described by Dr. Fuhrer. 
It is situated in Bithania village, nine or ten miles north-east of Tulsipur ; 
and contains only one tomb—two small brick pillars on a low platform— 
which is stated to be the grave of two British officers who were killed in 
action in 1858. Fuhrer states that inquiries were made, early in 1886, 
by Colonel Noble, then Deputy Commissioner, as to the names of the 
officers, but without success. The country round Tulsipur was the scene of 
much fighting during the winter of 1858-9 ; and it should not be impossible 
to ascertain who are buried at Bithania. 


Another isolated cemetery is situated at Melaghat in the Naini Tal 
District, on the banks of the western branch of the Sarda : it is an enclosure 
containing the graves of six or eight privates, believed to have been of the 
42nd Highlanders (The Black Watch) who were killed in action either in 
November or December 1858 or on [5th January 1859. There is no 
inscription whatever on any of the graves or on the wall of the enclosure. 
I have been able to recover the name of one man who is doubtless buried 
there : Sergeant Andrew Landles, 42nd Highlanders, who was killed at 
“Maylahghat” on [5th January 1859. Regimental records would probably 
supply the names of the remainder. The description of the cemetery is 
taken from Fuhrer, : 

From the P.W.D. list we learn of a number of tombs and burial-grounds 
in the Bulandshahr district, none of which are mentioned in Mr. Blunt's 
compilation. These include: (a) a cemetery at Khurja with three nameless 
graves : (b) another at Sikandrabad with thirteen graves, all but one being 
nameless : this inscription is given :— 


240. In memory of Mrs. F. FRANCIS who died on the 19th February 1900. 
(c) twenty-one nameless tombs near Anupshahr, of which eleven are in the 
vicinity of Jafarabad : (d) two detached tombs near Bulandshahr itself, one 
being near the police lines and the other near Mr. Hoshman’s bungalow : 
the inscription on one of these is quoted :— 


241. Sacred to the memory of GEORGE MARTINS BIRD, Esqre., B.C.S., 
who died on the 30th October 1834, aged 27 years.* 

and (e) some nameless soldiers’ graves at Dadri. It seems highly probable 

that a number of these graves might be identified as‘a result of careful 

research : indigo factories, cholera camps, and Mutiny skirmishes may 

account for the majority.- 


_ *Haileybury 1823-26: B. C, S. 1827-3.4 ie a 
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Two monuments on the battlefield of Maharajpur are fully described 
in the P.W.D. list. They lie on the Agra-Dholpur road, at the 54th mile, 
on the right-hand side facing Dholpur and about a furlong from the highway ; 
and the inscriptions are given thus :— 


242. To the memory of Lieutenant Colonel E. SANDERS, C.B., Bengal 
Engineers, whose short but’ distinguished career was closed by a 
soldier's death on the field of Maharajpur on the 29th December 1843, 
in the 41st year of his age. This monument and a tablet in St. Peter's 
Church, Fort William, have been erected by his brother officers in 
admiration of his valour, his talent and his virtues. 


243. To the memory of Colonel CHURCHILL, C.B., of H.M. 3 Ist Regiment 
of Foot, who after serving with distinguished honour during the 
Peninsular War and sharing in the glory and the dangers of Waterloo, 
fell mortally wounded in the discharge of his duties as Quartermaster 
General of H.M. Forces in India, at the battle of Maharajpur on the 
29th December 1843. This humble monument is erected by the 
brother officers of his troops on the field where he fell and is buried 
as a mark of their esteem and admiration of a gallant soldier. 


I seem to recollect having seen these monuments described before ; but 
they are not mentioned in any of the United Provinces obituaries. 


The P.W.D. list yields three epitaphs from endowed tombs in the 
Etawah cemetery, which may be worth reproducing here. Mr. Blunt has 
three more, and the Bengal Obituary two others :— 

244, In loving memory of VERA MURIEL TIERNAN. Bor 1/th 
November 1898, died 28th October 1899. 

245. In loving memory of CHRISTINE BELZ, for nearly forty years a 
missionary to the women of Northern India, (died) 15th December 
1902. She hath done what she could. 

246. In Memoriam, ERNEST WILLIAM TIMMS, of the Indian Civil 
Service, born 23rd March 1878, died 3rd June 1903. 


As to the Farrukhabad district, Mr. Blunt's list gives details of a number 
of tombs at Fatehgarh, as well as the epitaph at Thatia (tahsil Tirwa) of 
Lieutenant-Colonel John Guthrie of Kilmarnock, ‘‘a Peer of the Mogul 
Empire.” But on comparison with the P.W.D. list a most curious discre- 
pancy emerges. The tombs of Brevet-Major A. Robertson of the Bengal 
Artillery, Gun Carriage Agent at Fatehgarh, who died of wounds inflicted 
by the mutineers at Kurhar on 17th September 1857, is according to 
Mr. Blunt’s list (No. 981) situated at Baramau in Bilgram tahsil of Bahraich 
district ; whereas the P.W.D. list quotes an identical epitaph as occurring 
at Kurhar in Farrukhabad district. Can this be another case of two stones, 
in two quite different places, having been erected to the memory of the 
same person? Other tombs, not now marked by any inscription, lie at 
Gursahaiganj and at Chaudhariapur (near Sarai Miran): in Farrukhabad 
district ; and in the adjoining district of Etah are similar nameless graves 
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at Bhadwas and Malawan, as well as a cemetery at Etah itself from which 

no inscriptions seem to have been recorded anywhere. 

Budaon district is entirely omitted, as has already been stated, from 
Fuhrer’s and Blunt's lists ; but from the P.W.D. compilation we learn that 
there is a cemetery at the station of Budaon and three tombs at Saheswan, 
of which latter only one bears an inscription :— 

247. Sacred to the memory of J. WYATT, late of the Bengal Civil Service, 
died 1833.* 

From the adjoining district of Pilibhit—also omitted from all previous lists— 

we obtain one more inscription, from a grave at Mundia Ghat :— 

248. Sacred to the memory of Private THOMAS LAPPAGE, the Band 
37th North Hampshire Regiment, who was accidentally shot near this 
place on the 6th January 1869, aged 25 years and 7 months. 

Unao, a third district hitherto neglected, has no less than four cemeteries 

according to the P.W.D. list. From Unao itself there are given four inscrip- 

tions, the two oldest being :— 


249. Sacred to the memory of T. MURPHY, A.T.L.L.H. (? “A” Troop 
Lahore Light Horse), who died at Unao the 12th February 1869, 
aged 40 years. 


250. JOHN, beloved son of M. L. MITTER, died November 1879, aged 6. 
At Kusehri is a closed cemetery in which three epitaphs appear :— 
251. Sacred to the memory of Gunner MICHAEL KENNEDY, B Battery, 
8th Brigade, Royal Artillery, who departed this life on the 26th 
January 1869, agéd 23 years and 8 months. 


252. Sacred to the memory of EMMA, the beloved wife of William 
COOPER, Shoeing Smith, G Battery, 8th Brigade, Royal Artillery, 
who departed this life while in camp in Kooshairee on the 17th 
December 1869, aged 22 years. 

253. Sacred to the memory of Gunner SAMUEL HILLIARD of G Battery, 
A Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery, who was killed accidentally while 
out shooting about 5 miles from this spot on 28th January 1878. 

We may suggest with some confidence that Kusehri was formerly the 
site of a practice camp for artillery, during the winter months. Other 
cemeteries in the Unao district are at Nawabganj and Megarwara, but no 
epitaphs remain. 

Rai Bareli, another district omitted from all previous lists, has a cemetery 
at its headquarters station ; but the P.W.D. list only notes one endowed 
modern tomb :— 

254. ARTHUR TRAYER SCOTT, adies Civil Service, died March 19th, 
1909, aged 31 years. 

Of the cemetery at Partabgarh (yet anaes district hitherto unnoticed) the 

P.W.D. list has a clear plan showing the sites of all graves ; but unfortunately 


* James Greentree Wyatt: Haileybury 1814—16: B. C. S. 181633: d. 4 Nov., 1833,

From the large cemetery at Fatehpur the Bengal Obituary gives one 
inscription and Mr. Blunt's list four more.

contained 80 graves, of which 62 bore no inscriptions.

Twenty-one out of the 22 tombs in the cemetery of the abandoned 
cantonment at Kaitha in Hamirpur district ere recorded in Mr. Blunt's list.

From Orai cemetery only one inscription is given by Mr. Blunt ; but 
some confusion appears to have occurred in his list between this burial- 
ground and two others in the Orai district, at the old deserted cantonments 
of Kunch and Kalpi. Dr Fuhrer states that Mr.. Blunt’s nos. 587 and 592 
(graves of Mrs: Rita Passanah, killed in the Mutiny, and Joseph Rivett, 
Tahsildar of Daboh) are at Orai—not at Kunch, as Mr. Blunt shows them ; 
and this is corroborated by the P.W.D. list. Again, Mr. Blunt's nos. 588, 
589, 590, and 591 (graves of seven men of the 48th Regiment) which he 
shows as being at Kunch, are stated by both the P.W.D. list and Dr. Fuhrer 
to be in the cemetery near the fort at Kalpi. The P.W.D. list provides 
28 epitaphs from the Orai cemetery, from which we may select the foromte 
as being of possible historical or genealogical interest :—

“Miscellaneous Graves’, six in number : and “New Cemetery’’, (62 tombs, 
from 1878 to 1911, of which some five are nameless). The Bengal Obituary 
has eight epitaphs from Azamgarh, and Mr. Blunt's list five from the old 
cemetery (of which four are taken from the Bengal Obituary), and all sox of 
the “miscellaneous graves’’ (two of which are from the Bengal Obituary). 
The entries in the P.W.D. list are meagre, but the following may be of

The P.W.D. list for Gorakhpur is disappointing. It lists 177 tombs with 
named inscriptions (giving the name and year of death only) and adds that 
in addition to these there are 204 masonry graves without names, and a 
number of grave mounds. Whether all these are contained in one cemetery 
is not apparent : it seems improbable. In the circumstances I only reproduce 
the following names of persons who according to the list died before 1850 :—

The interesting problem of the three tombs at Tappal, in the Aligarh 
district, is still unsolved. Mr. Blunt's list is the first to give an apparently 
accurate version of the Persian epitaph commemorating Captain Thomas 
Ross of the Begam Samru’s service; but has little to say of the other two 
tombs. Indeed, only one, of them has any inscription; and on . this 
Mr. Blunt’s comment is that it is “now indecipherable : it appears to be in 
French or Portuguese or both: and there is an Urdu date . . the 9th Rabi- 
Us-Sani 1115 A.D. (sic—read AH.) equivalent to 24th July, 1713—a 
date which makes it possible that the tomb is not European at all.”” 


Now Dr. Fuhrer's list has three lithographed sketches of this tomb 
as it stood thirty-five years ago: a plan: an elevation: and a rubbing 
(apparently) of the inscription. All that one can deduce from the former 
two diagrams is that the tomb, though of Moslem pattern, is undoubtedly 
Christian. The epitaph presents extremely difficult questions. It is in two 
separate divisions, with a cross between the upper and lower inscriptions; 
and one is tempted to conjecture that two grave-slabs have now been set 
in juxtaposition on the same tomb. So far as the lithographic version of 
the rubbing can be followed and reproduced in print, it seems to have 
read somewhat as follows :—

The reconstruction of this is peculiarly difficult—or so I have found it. 
“Ma o” may be “Mario” or “Mayo”: “‘fqcy’’ may perhaps be read 
“falaceo” : “‘Battalha” seems clear : ‘‘Jhnsi” may be “Jhansi”: “Ist dye 
Nao: may mean the “Ist day of May’ though it is a queer mixture of 
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tongues. But so far as we can extract any meaning from the inscription 
it seems to commemorate an European military adventurer. That his 
epitaph is in Portuguese does not necessarily connote that he was of the 
same race : it is possible that his monument was erected—as was Sombre’s 
at Agra—at some period when there were none but Portuguese priests at 
Agra or elsewhere in the vicinity who could give him Christian burial and 
see to the carving of his monument. 

The lower half of the grave-slab is perhaps less obscure. “Gilo 
deeandie” may be “fils d'André” : if both phrases are written side by side 
in the cursive script of the epitaph (not unlike a round schoolboyish hand, 
and common also on many contemporary stones in the Padre Santos 
cemetery at Agra) they will be seen to differ but little. To my mind the 
great point of interest is the seeming appearance of the English (or Scots) 
cognomen “‘Bailley”. Personally I should not accept this as an undoubtedly 
correct transcription of the word on the tomb without seeing it for myself; 
but in saying this I do not dispute the accuracy of Dr. Fuhrer’s version. 
Only on one matter in connexion with this very curious inscription do I 
advance any definite conjecture: namely, that there are two distinct 
inscriptions : the upper in Portuguese and the lower in French; and that 
these are not necessarily related in any way—one or both of them may 
perhaps have been set upon the tomb at a later date by some well- 
intentioned person—pious or ignorant, it matters not—who found a Christian 
tomb in one place and a Christian gravestone in another, and in all good 
faith united the two objects.

(This burial-ground contains ten tombs, of which all but two are 
nameless, The first inscription given below, No. 502, is nameless, the 
second, No. 503, is not known to have been recorded before. The stone 
on which it is cut has been inserted upside-down on the end of the tomb— 
probably by some minion of the P. W. D. during an old restoration—and the 
lettering is exceedingly faint. When the tomb is viewed from an ordinary 
standing position, the inscription can hardly be seen and looks like ordinary 
pitting on the stone, caused by the effects of the climate. On a very close 
and protracted inspection | thought I found traces of lettering, and eventually 
found that by nearly standing on my head, the epitaph could partly be 
made out, though with extreme difficulty.)

(“Capt."’ and the last figure of the date are by no means clear. The 
inscription shows signs of having been recut by an Indian workman ignorant 
of English. This cemetery is mentioned in Colonel L. E. W. Shakespear's 
A Local History of Poona and its Battlefields (Macmillan, 1916), p. 53. The 
author states that only one stone bears an inscription, viz., ‘To the memory 
of Madame Dufrenecque and certain officers names unknown."’ This appears 
merely to be an inaccurate version, probably given from memory, of 
No. 502 above. Colonel Shakespear hazards the suggestion that 
Mme. Dufreneque is identical with the wife of the Chevalier Dudrence, of 
the Maratha service. This is not improbable. . 


Captain John James Dupon, a native of Holland, was amongst the 
Europeans in the service of Daulat Rao Scindia, who surrendered themselves 
to Colonel James Stevenson in October 1803, on the outbreak of the war 
with the Marathas. (Notes Relative to the late Transactions in the Marhatta 
Empire,... London, 1804, p. 155... this book though published anony- 
mously was the Marquess Hastings’s own piéce de justification). There can 
be no doubt that this grave is that of Dupon’s son, and that the epitaph 
indicates that he was at Poona in 1793 (?). - 


The Chevalier Charles Dudrenec, a native of Brest, was the son of a 
commodore in the French navy and himself served as a midshipman in that 
service. He later became..a Colonel in the Army of Ambaji Inglia; sur- 
rendered himself to the British at Muttra on 30th August 1803, being then 
in Scindia’s service ; and died on 4 September 1810. I do not know whom 
he married ; but I have reason to believe that he left children who survived 
him).

Since the publication of the third part of my ‘Monumental Inscriptions 
in the United Provinces’’ (in Bengal: Past & Present, vol. XLII) another 
book dealing with the old cemeteries in or near Meerut has come to my notice. 
This is a folio pamphlet, without titlepage, which was printed and reprinted 
five times during the year 1904 by Captain N. T. Parker, then Cantonment 
Magistrate, with the laudable object of raising funds for the erection of 
various commemorative tablets. A copy of the pamphlet, which is now 


rare, has been lent me by Lt.-Col. G. R. Rae, I.A.S.C. 


In Meerut Cantonment proper there are two old cemeteries, one known 
as the Racecource Cemetery and the other as St. John’s Cemetery. In the 
former only three inscriptions were to be seen in 1904, which are duly 
recorded in Mr. Blunt's book (Nos. 37-39). A fourth disappeared between 
1899 and February 1903—it commemorated one Gianacopulos, a Greek 
merchant of Meerut, who died in 1810(?). There were also 14 other nameless 
graves, making 16 in all ; and another 18 graves, all nameless, were discovered 
when in the course of restoration the earth of the cemetery was brought 
down to its former level in about 1903. . 

Captain Parker went to considerable trouble to trace these nameless 
graves. He ascertained that the Racecourse Cemetery was. also known as 
the “Portuguese Cemetery,”” but this clue took him no further. Meerut became 
a British cantonment in 1809 (the pamphlet says 1806), and he made inquiries 
from the Anglican ecclesiastical authorities in Calcutta ; but could only trace 
certain burials from 1809 onwards. He did not, it seems, realise that there 
were Europeans in Meerut in Mughal and Maratha days, before the British 
occupation. A few of these were merchants, doubtless, but the majority must 
have been military adventurers. All around lay centres where the free-lanées 
were quartered—at Sardhana, with the Begam Sombre ; at Delhi, under the 
nominal sway of the Emperor ; at Agra, a great base for such folk ; at Koil. 
De Boigne’s and Perron’s favouraite headquarters ; and at Muttra, where the 
famous First Brigade was raised in 1790. The adventurers must have often 
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come to Meerut, and their rank-and-file—gunners, musicians, non-commissioned 
officers—were largely Portuguese and Goanese. Hence the local name of 
“Portuguese Cemetery"’ for the old burial ground on the racecourse. I find 
that Father Gregory, the barefoot Carmelite who was from about }780 to 1792 
the “‘parish priest’’ of the campoos in Northern India, visited Meerut in the 
course of his travels. His register shows that he was there on Christmas Day, 
1783, for instance, having come by way of Delhi and Saharanpur, and leaving 
Meerut for Sardhana. 

There can be little doubt that, finding this Christian cemetery in existence, 
the first British garrison made use of it, till St. John’s Cemetery was established. 
The oldest named grave in St. John's bears this inscription :— 


632. To the memory of Serjt. WM. JEFFRIES of H. M.’s‘17th Infy., who 
departed this life the IIth day of May, 1810, aged 36 years. Also 
of Private RICHARD GILBERT of the said Regt., who departed this 
life the 4th day of April 1810, aged 31 years. This tomb was erected 
by their brethren of Lodge 92] as a token of esteem. 

Neither the above nor the following is recorded by Mr. Blunt :—

It seems probable that during the first few years of the British occupation 

these two cemeteries were used concurrently. Captain Parker confined his 

inquiries to the Anglican authorities ; but at this time the majority of the 

Company's European troops, many of the King’s troops, and a large proportion 

of the civilians and Christian drummers and musicians of Bengal Infantry 

regiments*were Roman Catholics, as must have been most of the Europeans 
and Eurasians in Meerut before the British came.

British troops were landed and encan-ped about two miles from the town 
walls, where they remained until afte: Napier’s victory at Miani (17 Feb.

CEMETERY NEAR CONVENT SCHOOL. 


The first cemetery seems to have been superseded by that near the 
present Convent School, which contains the remains of the victims of two 
of the worst epidemics of cholera in the history of the British Army in India.

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More Monumental Inscriptions 


PART V 


N December 1936 I visited Sardhana, the Begam Sombre's former capitel, 
and Delhi, in search of new light upon the European military 
adventurers and their families. 


{ spent the 4th December at Sardhana, a place which has been thoroughly 
investigated by historians from Keene onwards. I did not therefore expect 
to find anything new there, nor will I repeat here the story of the Begam or 
of her Palace and Church there. Mr. Brajendranath Banerji in his Begam 
Samru has covered a great deal of the ground once and for all. 


The cemetery was taken over by the Archaelogical Department about 
four years ago, and when | went there the Constructional Assistant of the 
Department from Agra was busy planning new works of conservation and 
restoration. The resident caretaker, formerly maintained by the Roman 
Catholic authorities, is now in the pay of the Archaelogical Department. This 
burial-ground evidently suffered from entire lack of attention for many years 
in the nineteenth century, with the result that most of the marble and stone 
slabs have been removed from the tombs by unauthorised persons. Many 
imposing tombs are now entirely nameless and unidentifiable. A striking 
feature is the number of Muslim-pattern tombs. We had seen this at the 
Padre Santos cemetery at Agra, but at Sardhana it was even more marked. 
No doubt many of the Begam's officers took wives who, like the Begam herself, 
were of Muslim origin. 

I took Sir E. A. H. Blunt's List of Christian Tombs in the United Provinces 
with me, and found that he had included in it correct versions of most of the 
monumental inscriptions in the Sardhana cemetery. The only material error 
in his list is the age of Carlo Mutti, (no. 47 in his list) which he gives as 34: 
it should be 64. The burial register, which I saw, also has 64. Carlo Mutti 
had a son, Andre, who was a godson of the Begam. She left him Rs. 5,000 
in her will, and Rs. 4,000 to “‘Sungee lun” (? Sangi Jan) hie wife. 

Nearby is a group of Reghelini graves, the epitaphs on which are not 
given by Sir E. Blunt. The inscriptions are :— 

1831. Regina, relict of Capt. Pasqual Reghelini and only daughter of Capt. 
Mutti, died 5 July 1884, aged 63, leaving children 

(Pasqual Reghelini was son of Major Antonio Reghelini, the Italian 

officer from Vicenza—not Padua as stated in the books—who was the 

Begam's last commander-in-chief and also architect of her Palace and 

Church. He married Mutti's daughter on 16 Feb. 1835, and they had 

a daughter on 19 Nov. following. Regina must | think have been

daughter of Andre Mutti the son, not Carlo Mutti the father. Another 
link of the .Muttis with military adventureres was the marriage of 
Edward Butterfield in 1850 with Mary Mutti (Bengal: Past & Present, 
vol. XL, p. 97).

These are four children of Major Antonio Reghelini’s who died in 
infancy. Beside their tombs is a larger one which is very probably 
their father’s. 

Sir E. Blunt does not record the M. I. of three natural children of 
D. O, Dyce Sombre’s. These read as follows :— 


To the memory of Josephine... . [illegible—read Urbana] Dyce, 
born May [14, 1824], died May 8, 1835. [Her mother was the 
Musalmani, Husna]. 

To the memory of Walter George Christopher Spencer Dyce, born 
19 Nov, 1832, died 20 May 1833. 


To the memory of Laura Celestine Rosalia Dyce, born Sept. 17, 1834, 
died May 1, 1825. [Her mother was the Christian, Dominga]. 

I had previously known of the two girls from entries in Dyce 
Sombre’s diary and from other papers printed for the appea! to the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in the case of Dyce Sombre 
against Troup, Solaroli (intervening), and Prinsep, and the Honourable 
East India Company (also intervening). Mrs. Troup. Dyce Sombre’s 
sister, said in her deposition: ‘‘My brother had two girls from the 
Begam’s zenana; one a Mohamedan, named Hoosna ; the other a 
Roman Catholic, named Dominga. He had two children by each. 
Their names were Josephine, Laura, Penelope ; the other was a boy. 
Three died in infancy ; Penelope died on board ship, a girl" (vol. Il, 
p. 531). Penelope Dyce Sombre died on board the Duke of Buccleugh 
Indiaman, at the Sandheads, on or about 23 February 1838, being then 
in charge of Major and Mrs. Herring whom Dyce Sombre had 
commissioned to take her to England (vol. II, pp. 500-501). Of Josephine 
her putative father noted in his diary that she was born, of Husna, on 
14 May 1834 and died 8 May 1835, being buried at Sardhana. “‘One 
of my brothers monument stone is near the place where she is interred, 
and he was 11 months and 22 days old, and she was almost the same 
age’. I saw this epitaph of the brother of Dyce Sombre’s: it reads :— 
Sacred to the memory of George Archibald Dyce who departed this 
life Monday July XXII in the year of our Lord MDCCCXI aged XI 
months and XXII days. 
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The father, Colonel G. A. D. Dyce, had two children who died 
in infancy, a boy and a girl (deposition of Capt. J. R. Troup, vol. Il, 
p. 504 et seq.) 
There were only two more legible M. I. at Sardhana which 
Sir E. Blunt has not printed :— 3 
1840. To the memory of Thomas Sharpless Brown who departed this life 
January the 31st 1803 aged 26 years. (Also a Persian inscription. There 
is another nameless grave on the same plinth. Surely an Englishman 
who died at Sardhana before the Maratha War broke out, and thus 
before the British came to those parts, must have been a military 


adventurer ?) 
1841. Mary Isabella, infant daughter of Elizabeth and P. Sexton, 6th Bn. 
Artillery, died June 11, !854, aged 2 years 2 months 3 days. 


At the Begam's palace, now occupied by a school under the charge of 
Father Anthony, O.C. (to whose kindness and courtesy | was much indebted 
during my visit to Sardhana) | found that, despite the general belief that all 
the Begam’s pictures had been removed from Sardhana, there is still one of 
them there. This is an oil-painting of the Begam seated, with two Indian 
servants standing beside her. It was a dark day, and the picture was hung 
ten feet or more from the ground, so | was unable to inspect the picture 
closely ; but it should repay investigation. 

At the Church Fr. Anthony showed us the chalice presented by the 
Pegam—made in Lyons, and of solid gold embellished with enamel 
medallions. This is the chalice the presentation of which is commemorated 
both in the painting reproduced in Sir Evan Cotton's monograph on The 
Sardhana Pictures and in the altorelievo marble carving at the foot of the 
Begam's tomb. We also saw two reliquaries sent by the Pope to the Begam. 

Fr. Anthony kindly permitted me to see several old parish registers, but 
the crabbed writing and contracted Latin of the earlier entries were difficult 
to cope with. Nearly all the entries related to Indian Christians ; but | found 
a record of the marriage, at Sardhana on 4 February, 1828, of George Thomas, 
son of Jacob Thomas and Domenica, to Anna, daughter of Joachim. This 
is the man whom I have called George Thomas III in my articles in Bengal : 
Past & Present, vol. XLI, p. 143, and vol. XLIX, p. 84. So the George 
Thomas who married a Pedron must have been Il or IV, not Ill. 


THE KISHANGANJ CEMETERY AT DELHI 


I had long wished for an opportunity of visiting the old Roman Catholic 
cemetery at Delhi, just beyond Kishanganj on the Rohtak road; and now, 
‘on 6th December 1936, | was able to do so. I took with me Sir Miles Irving's 
List of Inscriptions on Tombs or Monuments in the Punjab &c. (1905), in 
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which he gives a number of monumental inscriptions from this burial-ground, 
which he calls the “‘Deremao cemetery"’ after the Deremao- family of military 
adventurers whose tombs occupy the most prominent position init. (I have 
dealt with the Deremaos in the Journal of the Panjab University Historical 
Society, vol, I, part II, pp. 155-171—December 1932), At the date Sir Miles 
Irving compiled this list the old cemetery was in a state of considerable 
disrepair, being used by villagers as a cattle pen (I). It was taken over some 
years by the Government, and is now in excellent order, with a resident 
caretaker. In the process of restoration a number of inscriptions not recorded 
by Sir Miles Irving have evidently come to light, some being in a marvellous 
state of preservation having regard to their age and the climate. The 
languages represented include Latin, Portuguese, French, English, Persian and 
Armenian ; but I was not qualified to deal with the last two, and it is probable 
that here also there are finds to be made. 

The earliest M. I. recorded by Sir Miles Irving was that of one Masih, 
probably an Indian convert to Christianity, who died on 10th January 1782 ; 
and this he stated to be ‘‘the oldest Christian monument in the Punjab’. 
This must now yield pride of place to two other epitaphs which I found 
there :— 

1842, AQUI YAZ MARIA / MULHER DE MONT / EYRO ANNO D 
1781 / P. AVM. 
(Here lies Maria wife of Monteyro (died) in the year of Our Lord 
1781. P. AVM.=Pater Ave Maria.)

The community of Christians in Mogul Delhi was composed in the main 
of two classes, Armenians and “‘adventurers’’. The house and two churches 
of the Jesuits, built during the reign of Jahangir, were burnt down by Nadir 
Shah’s men in 1739, and thereafter the Armenian colony dwindled away. 
Sir Edward: Maclagan has dealt with the subject in his The Jesuits and the 
Grand. Magul,. and we had a note on the church in these pages recently (see 
Bengal ; Past & Present, vol. L, p. 130). The adventurers included not only 
gunners and other soldiers but also physicians and artificers. In 1773 the 
Society of Jesus was suppressed and its missionary work in the Mogul 
dominions was entrusted to the discalced (barefoot) Carmelites of Bombay, 
two of whom were in 1781 sent up country to take charge of the former 
Jesuit mission at Agra. One soon returned to Bombay : the other, Fr. Gregory 
of the Presentation, remained in Northern India for the rest of his life, and is 
buried ‘in this Kishanganj cemetery, though Sir Miles Irving has misread his

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epitaph as Crecour instead of Gregour. It will be recalled’ that it was Fr. 

Gregory who baptised the Begam Sombre at Agra, on 7th May, 1781. As 

we are told that the former Christian cemetery at Delhi was destroyed during 

Nadir Shah's invasion, it would seem that the Kishanganj cemetery dates from 

Fr. Gregory's arrival in 1781, which is the year of the two earliest MI. as 

given above. I should add that the year date in both epitaphe is absolutely 

clear and leaves no room for doubt. 
I copied the following further epitaphs here :— 

1844. GOD IN THE NAME OF THE FATHER IN (sic) OF THE SON 
AMEN. THE MEMORY OF THE LATE MONCEUR (sic) .

Manuel Gascoine, stated to have been a military engineer in the Mogul 
service) (2). 

1846, Sacred to the memory of William M. Samson (? Sarson) who died on 
the 16 January 1810 aged . . . . (? 40) years. 

1347. Sacred to the memory of Nouratia Deremoa (sic) who departed this 
life XVII May 1828. (The figure 2 is not clear. This lady was the 
sister-in-law of Captain Manuel Deremao, and is mentioned in his will 
as his brother's widow. She was probably the mother of A. W. 
Deremao, infra.)

May 
she rest in peace. (Evidently widow of Anthony Wale Deremao. She 
was a benefactress of the present Roman Catholic church at Delhi (built 
1865) in which there is a mural tablet to her memory, giving the same 
date of death as this M. |. and stating that she died in her 81st year).

On the Makli Hills, at Tatta in Lower Sind, is a grave (near the tomb of 
Shaikh Ali) inscribed “‘“M. MADROD REGIMENT OFFICER”, which I saw 
in Feb. 1936. I came to the conclusion that the inscription had been copied 
from an earlier one by someone ignorant of English, and that the original name 
had very probably been MACLEOD, the CL having been misread as D. 
I therefore made inquiry from Major V.C.P. Hodson whether any officer named 
Macleod was known to have died at or near Tatta ; and he informs me that :—

(i) THE KISHANGANJ CEMETERY AT DELHI. 


I gave some particulars of niy visit to this cemetery in Bengal: Past & 
Present, vol. LIll, pp. 41-4. These are summarised in the following letter 
which appeared in The Times Literary Supplement, 6 Feb. 1937 :— 


CHRISTIANS IN MOGUL DELHI 


To THe Eprror oF THE Times, 

Sir,—In the introduction to Sir Miles Irving's ‘‘List of Inscriptions on 
Tombs or Monuments in the Punjab, &c."’ (Lahore, Government Press, 1910), 
it is stated that the oldest Christian monument in the Punjab is a tombstone 
in the “Deremao™ cemetery at Delhi—which place is historically included in 
the Punjab. The epitaph on this grave commemorates the death, on 
January 10, 1782, of one Masih, presumably an Indian convert to Christianity. 

When the above list was compiled, the cemetery was greatly neglected, 
being used by villagers as a cattle-pen. A few years ago its care was under- 
taken by the Government. It has been put in excellent order and has a 
resident caretaker. On a recent visit | found two inscriptions of an earlier date 
than any previously recorded. They read :— 

(1) Aqui iaz Maria mulher de Monteyro anno D. 1781 P. Aum. 

(2) Hic depositus fuit d. P. Rosare Die Novemb: 9 Ao. Dom: 1781 
gM De Hes Requi....... [one word wholly and the next 
partly illegible.] 

The year date on each is particularly clear, and free from doubt. 

In the Archaeological Museum in the Delhi Fort is a small marble slab 
bearing a cross and an Armenian inscription which may be thus translated : 
“With the aid of God, the house of the Urumian, Joseph Diphanos, in the 
year of Jesus 1781."" The provenance and history of thix stone are unknown 
to the Archaeological Survey of India ; but there are many similar Armenian 
epitaphs in the “Deremao" cemetery, from which it may well have been 
removed. 

This threefold recurrence of the date 1781 may be significant. In 1781 
the discalced Carmelite, Padre Gregorio della Presentatione, came from 
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. 

‘Bombay to Northern India with a colleague to take over charge of the mission 
which had been conducted by Jesuits till the suppression of their society. He 
is known to have visited Delhi in that year. There had been an earlier Christian 
burial-ground at Delhi, for Armenians and the numerous Christian artificers, 
physicians and gunners in Mogul employ ; but this was destroyed at the time 
of Nadir Shah's incursion in 1739 (““The Jesuits and the Grand Mogul,” by 
Sir Edward Maclagan, passim ; and “‘Calendar’’ of the Catholic Archdiocese 
of Agra, 1908, appendix). Thus the existing cemetery may have been 
established, or at least put in order, by Father Gregory in 1781. 

Sir Miles Irving calls it the ‘‘Deremao’’ cemetery after the family of military 
adventurers of that name, whose tomb is its most prominent feature. | have 
given an account of the Deremaos in Journal of the Punjab University Histori- 
cal Society, Vol. I, p. 155 (1932). It is situated just west of Kishanganj, and 
north of the railway station, about a hundred yards from the Rohtak road. 
There are M. 1. in English, French, Portuguese, Latin, Armenian and Persian ; 
and though some of those in the last two languages have been printed by 
Sir M. Irving it is possible that a recension of the whole might throw new light 
on the Christian community of Mogul Delhi.

Since the above letter was published, Mr. Mesrovb Jacob Seth's 
monumental work on Armenians in India (Calcutta, 1937) has appeared, 
containing a section on Armenian monumental inscriptions in the “‘Deremao”’ 
cemetery, which he visited in October 1919. At that date the burial-ground 
had apparently come into the keeping of the Archaeological Department, but 
had not yet been restored and put in order. Accoiding to Mr. Seth, the 
translation of six Armenian epitaphs which appeared in Sir Irving's work are 
incorrect. He gives the following as accurate translations from the Armenian, 
which we reproduce together with Sir Miles Irving's versions, in parallel columns 
for ease of comparison :—

I should add that, in December 1936. there were to the best of my 
recollection considerably more than 6 M.J. in Armenian to be seen in the 
cemetery ; and if this is correct then some of these must have been uncovered 
in the process of restoration, since Mr. Seth's visit in (1919. I hope to 
be able to revisit the Kishanganj cemetery this winter, and shall try to count, 
and if possible take rubbings of, the Armenian M.I. I hope also to take with 
me a competent Persian scholar, and thus to procure accurate translations of 
the many epitaphs in that language. As a number are bilingual (Armenian / 
Persian or English / Persian) this would provide a cross-check and enable us 
to fill some of the lacunae in partially effaced inscriptions. 


We note that Mr. Seth also mentions the marble tablet in the Delhi Fort 
Museum. It is not a tombstone, he says, but a memorial tablet commemorating 
the erection of an Armenian church or a chapel at Delhi in 1781. He adds 
that it came from the collection of the Delhi Municipality when the museum 
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‘was inaugurated, but of its previous history nothing can be ascertained 
Mr. Seth translates the inscription thus :— 


“By [the grace of] God, this house is [to the memory] of Phanus 
[Stephen] the son of Joseph of Urumiah. In the year of our Lord 1781." 


(i) THOMAS THACKERAY’S GRAVE AT NAHAN. 


On 25 May 1836 the notorious David Ochterlony Dyce Sombre was at 
Nahan, and wrote in his diary : ‘‘Got up, or rather down, to see the inscription 
‘on the large grave near the tank here, of the officer whom the natives call 
Colonel Tickery, but to my disappointment, saw no inscription, neither on this 
nor on the 4 smaller ones near it’’. 


Particulars of this grave are given by Sir Miles Irving in his list of Christian 
graves in the Punjab etc., and the present stone over one of the graves confirms 
Dyce Sombre’s statement that there was no inscription in 1836. Two British 
columns suffered severe reverses in their assaults upon the Gurkha positions 
on the hill of Jaithak, near Nahan; and the British officers killed were 
Lieut. George McIntosh Munt 2/26th B.N.I., Lieut. Thomas Thackeray and 
Ensign Wm. McMurdo Wilson of the Light Battalion, and Ensign George 
Stalkart of the 1/13th B.N.I. The original tombstone was erected by the 
officers of the Light Battalion, and the present stone was put up by Munt’s 
brother “‘after a lapse of twenty-five years, the original having been lost’’. 
It will be noted that Dyce Sombre states that there were five graves in all: as 
no other officer was killed, the fifth tomb was presumably that of a European 
gunner, 

Lieut. Thomas Thackeray was an uncle of the novelist, and entered the 
Bengal Army as a lad of fourteen, in 1803. There is an interesting passage 
about him in The Thackerays in India, by Sir William Hunter (London, 1897, 
pp. 137-9).
